In bygone years. The im portunities of jobseekers h e lp ­ 
ed send W illiam Henry H arrison to his grave a m o n th 
after his inauguration. Today Jobs to be handed out 
by a new adm inistration are lim ited. 
Of the arm y of 2,500,000 federal employes, only 
2.500—not counting the Judiciary—are subject 
to 
Presidential appointm ent. The im personal and “n o n ­ 
p artisan ” m antle of Civil Service and veterans’ p re­ 
ference laws covers the others. 
But th e federal payroll is not frozen As C hairm an 
Ram speck of the Civil Service Commission points out. 
employes can be dismissed for incom petence or o th e r 
good cause. Jobs can be, and m any of them should be, 
elim inated, but in many cases th is will require c o n ­ 
gressional action. 
Congress, not the President, determ ines w hat serv ­ 
ices the federal governm ent shall provide. The way to 
reduce th e payrolls Is to elim inate Jobs th a t are re ­ 
quired to be done. 
The federal payroll is not th e attractive haven it 
once was. F ar from having a plum tree to shake, th e 
executive branch of the governm ent often finds it 
necessary to conduct recruitm ent cam paigns to keep 
its swollen payrolls m anned. Com m erce and Industry, 
w hich once lagged behind the governm ent in provid­ 
ing Job security, pensions, paid vacations and sick 
leave, have now caught up. 
S alary scales, too, are 
com parable. 
As a result, th e National Civil Service League re ­ 
ports, th ere is a high turnover am ong federal em ­ 
ployes. 
Of the 2,500.000 on th e payroll, 40 per c e n t 
change Jobe every year, m any of them leaving th e 
service.

Custer Anniversary 
Proof th a t civilization in th e U nited States is attn 
young is found in the rem inder th a t it Is only 84 years 
since the B attle of the W ashita was fought. The d ate 
was November 27, 1868. It was a disastrous defeat for 
the red m en. 
On November 25 of th a t y ear G eneral George A. 
Custer and th e Seventh Cavalry moved out of F o rt 
Supply, Indian Territory, in a cam paign against th e 
Cheyenne Indians, who had been raiding settlers In 
K ansas and elsewhere. Two days later he surprised 
th e Indians under Chief Black K ettle in cam p on th e 
W ashita River and practically wiped them out in an 
early m orning engagem ent. 
Established by General Phil Sheridan in 1888. 
Cam p Supply was m aintained as an Army post un til 
1891. M any of th e buildings were retained and co n ­ 
verted into use by a state hospital. Located in W estern 
O klahom a, th is historic spot now greatly Interests 
tourists. 
A W oodward, Okla., civic club has erected a s u it­ 
able m arker a t th e site of th e B attle of the W ashita. 
This engagem ent was one of th e outstanding achieve­ 
m ents of the daring Custer, w ho lost his life eig h t 
years later in th e Battle of th e Little Big H orn in 
M ontana C uster's losses in th e B attle of the W ashita 
were 19 killed.

election districts. 
A llegations w ithout corroboration. D istrict A tto r­ 
ney Hogan points out. are not sufficient to w a rra n t 
indictm ents, but if supporting evidence is procurable 
he will m ake every effort to get it and will prosecute 
vigorously.

Immunt Globulin For 


Protection 


Immune globulin received con­ 
siderable publicity this year when 
it was tried in certain commun­ 
ities as a preventive against polio. 
At the time of this writing the out­ 
come has not been reported but 
we hope for the best. Meanwhile 
we have received many letters re­ 
questing information on the nature 
of this vaccine. 
The substance comes from blood 
and is obtained as a by-product in 
the preparation of plasma. Each 
donation contains only a amal] 
fraction but when thousands of 
pints are pooled a sizable amount 
is abstracted. The usefulness of 
this product stem s from the fact 
that the immune bodies in blood 
•re held in the globulin part. 
In the prevention of measles, 
immune globulin is most effective. 
There is a good reason for this 
because measles is the most con­ 
tagious of all diseases and almost 
every one has had the infection. 
After an attack, the body manu­ 
factures certain antibodies which 
protect the individual against the 
disorder for life. These antibodies 
•re carried in the blood and any 
one who has ever donated blood 
to the Red Cross has unwittingly 
included these immune bodies in 
the bargain. What about blood of 
persons who have not had measles? 
Any blood they might donate does 
not contain immune bodies but be­ 
cause plasma from many donor* 
is pooled the presence of the im­ 
mune principle in each lot is as­ 
sured. 
Only 
tem porary 
protection 
to 
measles is conferred by immune 
globulin, ranging from 21 to 28 
days. This vaccine is not given to 
every child who is exposed to 
measles; only those who are in 
need receive it. This means til in­ 
fants from 8 months to 3 years of 
age in whom the disease is serious 
and may prove fatal. In addition, 
it is used in babies under 6 months 
of age whose mothers have not 
had measles. A mother who has 
had the disease normally trans­ 
fers some of her immunity to her 
offspring, at least eonugh to last 
six months but the child of the 
woman who has escaped measles 
is left defenseless. Here Immune 
globulin comes to the rescue. 
The vaccine is useful also in pro­ 
tecting children exposed to m ea­ 
sles who are 111 with other diseases 
such as tuberculosis or rheumatic 
fever 
These youngsters have all 
they can do to handle one sickness. 
Immune globulin is in demand in 
institutions where it is necessary 
to abort an epidemic. Its use in 
polio is based on the assumption 
that the disease is mors wide­ 
spread than we have been led to 
believe. Those who advocate the 
vaccine hold that there Is a mild 
form of polio that is difficult to 
distinguish from an ordinary cold. 
In an epidemic there are hundreds 
of cases to every one with paralysis 
and, what is more, alt victims end 
up with the sam e degree of im­ 
munity. 
If this is so, immune 
globulin 
obtained 
from 
pooled 
blood will contain the protective 
antibodies of polio.

Strange Disappearance Of Noel Field Explained; Four Americans Who 


Disappeared Behind Iron Curtain Mentioned In Czech Spy Trials 


WASHINGTON — Gradually the 
story of th* three Fields who dis­ 
appeared so mysteriously behind 
the iron curtain in the spring of 
1949 is beginning to unfold 
Bit by bit it can be pieced to­ 
gether from th* current spy trials 
in Czechoslovakia, the earlier spy 
trial in Hungary, and by disclos­ 
ures of refugees. 
For three years not a word has 
been heard of Noel Field, former 
State Department official and Eur­ 
opean relief worker who went to 
Czechoslovakia in May 1949 and 
dropped out of sight. 
He disappeared suddenly from 
his Prague hotel room, though lat­ 
er he wired the hotel to keep his 
clothes, and on July 12 a man 
named Rene Kimel collected his 
things and paid his hotel bill. 
In Aug. 22, 1949, 
his 
brother 
Herman boarded an airplane in 
Warsaw, to fly to Czechoslovakia. 
He disappeared en route Passen­ 
gers aboard the plane did not see 
him fall out. His name was on the 
passenger list when the plane de­ 
parted. But when it got to Prague, 
he wasn’t aboard—or so said the 
Communist police 
Only this week did the Austrian 
Communist newspaper “Volksstim- 
m#“ admit what long had been sus­ 
pected—that the Fields had been 
arrested. 
Meanwhile, on August 3, Noel 
Field’s German-born wife went to 
Prague to look for him, but dis­ 
appeared from sight on August 17. 
Following 
this. 
Field’s 
adopted 


daughter, 
Erika 
Glazer-Wallach, 
went from Washington to Berlin, 
reportedly was met by Leo Bauer, 
editor of the Soviet-controlled Ber­ 
un radio, 
and has never been 
heard from since. 
For three years. State D epart­ 
ment queries 
have 
received 
a 
blank stare from the Commun­ 
ists, and the world has not known 
whether the Field* were Commun­ 
ists. 
American 
agents 
against 
Communism, spies or what. 


Moscow Feared Field 
However, with the recent Czech 
spy trials, an explanation gradual­ 
ly unfolds. It boils down to this: 
Moscow had to get Noel Field out 
of the way 
before 
it 
brought 
charges against the alleged traitors 
in Czechoslovakia and Hungary. 
Otherwise, had he been free in 
the West, he would have denied 
the evidence. Consequently, he was 
enticed into Czechoslovakia 
and 
arrested four months before the 
first trial began. 
For many of the Communists 
now on trial were Field’* friends. 
He had known them when they 
were refugees in Western Europe 
and when he was helping them as 
a relief worker for the Unitarian 
Service Committee. 
Field, it appears, had been a 
Communist, though whether he re­ 
mained one is not known. Testi­ 
mony 
regarding his Communist 
connections was brought out in 
the Hiss trial; while Jules Hum- 
bert-Droz, president of the Swiss 
ComiYiunist Party till 1942. stated 
in in interview with E. F. Gonda

that Field was under Communist 
orders to take care of Communist 
refugees and arrange for their re­ 
patriation to Poland. Czechoslo­ 
vakia, Hungary and Russia. 
He was also instructed by Mos­ 
cow to put them in touch with the 
OSS, the American wartime under­ 
cover service, then operating in 
Europe. Field had worked with 
Allen Dulles, OSS chief in Switzer­ 
land, during the height of the war 
and had helped get valuable in­ 
formation from Germany through 
German Communists. And in 1945, 
he cam# to Paris with a letter from 
Dunes to Capt. Arthur Schlesinger 
of the OSS. now a professor at 
Harvard and more recently on the 
staff of Adlai Stevenson 
Field tried to persuade Schle­ 
singer to make use of his Com­ 
munist proteges through the OSS. 
However. Schlesinger informs me 
that he was suspicious, did not see 
why the United States should sub­ 
sidize a group of Communist exiles, 
and rejected Field’s offer. 
This is important. For on this 
turns the crux of the present spy 
trials in Czechoslovakia and the 
previous trials In Hungary. 


Field Was Refugee Key 
After the war ended. Field was 
given the job of arranging for the 
Communist refugees to return to 
their countries. And since he was 
an American, and the U. S. Army 
controlled much of the transporta­ 
tion, he was the one man who 
could get military passes, travel 
orders, etc. 
The 
Communist 
exiles 
whom 
Field 
befriended went 
back 
to 
Eastern Europe to become big 
shots in their local Communist 
governments. 
Thsy 
became 
the 
leaders of their countries. They 
were IOO per cent Communists, but 
they were not Russian Commun­ 
ists. And to many of them, Hun­ 
gary and Czechoslovakia, rather 
than Russia, came first. 
Therefore, when Moscow began 
to call on the satellite countries for 
m o r e m ilitary support, m o r e 
wheat, more supplies, many of 
these leaders chafed. They watched 
the example of Tito who threw off 
the yoke of Moscow, and secretly 
wondered if they should not do 
likewise. 
Moscow, meanwhile, was depres­ 
sing satellite economy to the same 
low level as Russia’s: simultane­ 
ously building up Russian’economy 
at satellite expense. The more this 
happened, the more T i t o I s m 
s. read. 
That is the chief reason for the 
trials of Slanaky, Clem ents, and 
Foreign Minister Rjak in Hungary. 
Rjak was the first lo be tried 
in August 1949 on the charge, 
among other things, of conspiring 
with the American “ spy" Noel 
Field. 
Before that charge- was 
made, the Kremlin knew that Field 
had to be put away. For Field, 
though a Communist, was an ideal­ 
ist who was souring on Moscow’s 
ruthlessness and who. if left in the 
free world, might talk. 
Especially he might expose the 
falsity of the charge that the T ito 
ist were conspiring with the United 
States. For Field was one man 
who both knew the truth and as a 
Communist himself would be be­ 
lieved. 
Nsturelly one purpose of the epy 
trials is to sm ear the United States 
and show us to be plotting against 
the satellite nations. 
Field may still talk. He may be 
called on as a witness in this or 
a tutu;a spy trail. But if so it will 
doubtless be under the sam e cir­ 
cumstances that Robert Vogeler 
testified in Hungary, and that most 
witnesses have testified in these 
wen# Soviet trials—after subject­ 
ion to drugs or a long period of 
terrorist tactics.

WASHINGTON — The mischief 
that a garbled rem ark cen do to 
international relations was never 
more dramatically illustrated than 
by the way General Eisenhower's 
conversation with the members of 
a delegation of visitors at his pre­ 
convention headquarters in Chi­ 
cago last July was distorted. 
Somebody 
in 
the 
Eisenhower 
setup is partly responsible for the 
fact that the misrepresentation in 
question was not promptly refuted 
last summer. For not only has the 
Communist press abroad constant­ 
ly exaggerated the rem ark attrib­ 
uted to General Eisenhower but 
repeated attacks were made by 
Democratic spokesmen during the 
recent campaign as they charged 
that the general had been discour­ 
teous to the French people in his 
comments at Chicago. 
When the general’s explicit de­ 
nial was written to Rene Pleven, 
French minister of defense, last 
August no copy of that letter un­ 
fortunately was made available to 
the press in this country or in 
France. 
French newspapers only recently 
have been able to carry the full 
text of General Eisenhower's let­ 
ter which is dated August 13 last. 
So far as this correspondent has 
been able to learn the Eisenhower 
communication 
has 
never 
been 
published in the United States. 
Text of Letter 
Here is a translation of that 
letter from the French text: 
“Denver. Colo.. August IS, 1951 
“ My Dear Rene, 
"I am so tired of seeing distorted 
In the press toe so-called declara­ 
tions that I made on France that 
I believe I ought to send you this 
little word to tell you exactly what 
there is to it. 
"In th# course of a discussion 
on th# importance of spiritual and 
moral 
forces In democracy. 
I 
called attention to the fact that 
some of my Socialist friends in 
France had told me that ‘half the 
French ar# free-thinkers.’ 
While 
this expression was not translated 
in precise terms of agnosticism or 
atheism, it implied that about 50 
per cent of the French ar* not 
influenced by religious instruction 
and that. consequently, the church, 
in France, is not a particularly 
useful force in the struggle against 
communism. 
“ Every time that I have repeat­ 
ed that statement, I have invari­ 
ably added that I did not believe 
personally that the French people 
rejected the idea of giving religion 
a place in a free government, and 
I have made clear tost if unhappily 
they did. this would explain some 
of the political troubles in France. 
Clearly, if there were such a gen­ 
eral lack of faith even at the base 
of religious thought, then th* sup­ 
port of any government whatever 
based on the equality and the dig­ 
nity of man would be weakened 
“Some newspapers have pub­ 
lished that I was personally re­ 


sponsible for the statem ent that 
half of France was atheist 
That 
is false. I hive never spoken of 
France other than in affectionate 
term s in the fervent hope that, 
spiritually and intellectually, she 
would rally IOO per cent behind toe 
flag of freedom and against com­ 
munism. If she does, she will take 
again the first place in Europe. 
“ Quite recently, during a tele­ 
phone conversation with one of my 
form er callaborators from SHAPE 
(Supreme Headquarters A l l i e d 
Powers Europe1. I tried to explain 
that, but I wanted also to tell you 
directly because, as my best friend 
in the French government, that 
might be useful to you. 
"To you personally I send my 
best wishes and my warm regard*. 
"Give. I pray you, my respects 
to Mme. Pleven. 
DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER 
" P S . — I have found nothing 
agreeable in passing from the mili­ 
tary to the political world. More­ 
over. I have never worked ao hard 
as now!" 
Publication Welcomed 
As can be inferred from the 
foregoing letter, there is an in­ 
tim ate friendship between General 
Eisenhower and former Prem ier 
Rene Plevin, who is now French 
m inister of D efuse. None of the 
high officials of France was per­ 
turbed by the misquotations which 
were spread around France by the 
Communists 
because 
they 
had 
known G e n e r a l 
Eisenhower’s 
friendly attitude toward France 
for a long time. But these officials 
were powerless to express them­ 
selves to the French people, be­ 
cause the incident had arisen dur­ 
ing a political campaign in the 
United States and they are very 
careful not to meddle in the polit­ 
ical affairs of this country. The 
French, therefore, have welcomed 
the printing at last of the full 
text of the Eisenhower letter In 
the Paris press because it sweeps 
away a source of Communist pro­ 
paganda which it constantly bent 
on bringing about friction between 
France and America. 
There ii every reason to believe 
that under the Elsenhower admin­ 
istration there will be a closer 
feeling 
and 
understanding 
with 
France than ever before. Already 
In the conferences which Foreign 
M i n i s t e r Robert Schuman of 
France has had in New York with 
his American friends he has learn­ 
ed 
that under the Eisenhower- 
Dulles policies the United States 
is not likely to be found assisting 
those elements in the world which, 
by overemphasizing the Tunisian 
problem, for example, are bent on 
keeping France and America at 
loggerheads, when they actually 
desire to work together as allies. 
This is the traditional role of the 
two countries from toe tim e of the 
foundation of the American re­ 
public.

Stalemate In Korea 


The Russian opposition to the 
Indian plan for resolving the Ko­ 
rean truce proves two things: 
1. That Russia wishes to keep 
the Korean War going in order to 
force us to spill American blood 
and wealth into this futile war; 
2. That Great Britain will grasp 
at any straw to get us out of Asia. 
The truce talks in Korea have 
lasted 17 months. 
No armistice 
has accompanied them. The talks 
were designed to achieve an Amer­ 
ican defeat at the moment when 
some sort of victory seemed to 
be possible. 
They were designed 
to restore the 38th Parallel as the 
boundary between the two forces. 
Also it gave the Russian, Chinese 
and Korean Commumjts time to 
strengthen their arm ies to develop 
new combative powers and to play 
divisive politics among the allies 
of the United States. 


The truce talks were trans­ 
ferred to the United Nations bg 
a 
usual 
State 
Department 
fluke. The important issue be­ 
came what the United States 
would do with Ila prisoners of 
war. Unfortunately, bg the fic­ 
tion of a United Nation* police 
action, these prisoners of war, 
although captured principally 
by American troops at great 
cost of life, legalistically are 
United 
Nations 
prisoners 
of 
war. This means that by a 
majority vote in the General 
Assembly, Including S s ? U t 
Russia, the United States can 
be defeated in the Korean War. 


The question of prisoners of war 
needs to be understood. Many of 
the 
Koreans and 
Chinese, who 
fought against us, fear to return to 
either the Communist Chinese or 
th# Communist Koreans because 
they believe that they and their 
families will be killed or enslaved. 
Large numbers of Orientals have 
been used as slave-labor in the 
building of railroads, canals, hy­ 
droelectric 
works 
and 
similar 
enterprises within Soviet Russia. 
Also many hate communism as 
a doctrine. They are prisoners ol 
war because they surrendered to 
the United States as a protest 
against communism. It would be 
cruel and dishonest for the United 
States to abandon these people 
The British are prim arily con­ 
cerned with getting the United 
States out of Asia, so that this 
country can give it* full measure 
of devotion to Europe, particularly 
to G reat Britain. Despite General 
Eisenhower’s 
great 
services 
to 
G reat 
Britain. 
Adlai 
Stevenson 
held British public opinion because 
in England it was assumed that 
Stevenson would follow the Ache- 
son policy, while Eisenhower would 
form his own.

Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower and his sec­ 
retary of State, John Foster Dulles, 
m ay have a plan for saving our 
d.gnity and honor, b u t.it will be 
extremely difficult. The danger is 
that before the new administration 
takes over, the situation can be­ 
come worse.

Dies At Home 


BALTIM ORE— 
—Judge Robert 
France, one of the ll circuit court 
judges making up Baltimore's Su­ 
preme Bench, died in his sleep at 
his home yesterday. 
The 56-year-old judge had been 
carrying out his duties at the court 
house earlier this week but com­ 
plained to associates recently he 
had been bothered by a throat ail­ 
ment. A heart condition is believed 
to have complicated the trouble 
and brought his unexpected death. 
Judge France had been on the 
Supreme Bench since his appoint­ 
ment by former Governor Herbert 
R. O’Conor in December 1946. He 
was elected to a 15-year term In 
1948. His public service leading to 
the judicial appointment included 
terms as chief magistrate of Balti­ 
more's traffic court, chairmanahip 
of the State Tax Commission, a 
term as peoples counsel to the 
Public Service Commission, and 
presidency of the Baltimore Bar, 
Association. 
Judge France was the son of the| 
late Joseph C. France, often called j 
the father of corporation law be­ 
cause he wrote a widely used work 
on this branch of the law. The son, 
was a gradaute of Johns Hopkins! 
University and the University of 
Maryland Law School. 
Judge France remained a bache-* 
lor until four years ago when he 
was married to Mrs. MacKenzie j 
Robertson. She survives him.

They were in a state of extreme 
exasperation which,

I bring it all up at this 
; late date because Hollywood com­ 
edy is headed increasingly into 
this small corner. Where Sid Cae­ 
sar fashions comedy out of, say, 
a drive in the country or dinner at 
a foreign restaurant — things moat 
of us have done and understand — 
the Hollywood gag artists work 
again and again only with the 
old and terribly confining m ateri­ 
als. 
The sheer grandeur of the oc­
